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STORMS SCRAPE ACROSS CHICAGO AREA, 
STINGING COMMUTERS AND HAWKS FANS

A line of powerful thunderstorms rolled 
through the Chicago area Wednesday eve- 
ning, forcing commuter train traffic to a halt 
and canceling hundreds of flights in and out of 
Midway and O’Hare. 

The storm system threatened to produce 
violent hail storms and tornadoes, but few if 
any had materialized by Wednesday evening. 
Still, more than 11,000 people were left with- 
out power and passengers were stranded on 
Metra trains for an hour or longer. 

The delays were a particular nuisance for 
Blackhawks fans, who were eager to get home 
to catch the first game of the Stanley Cup Fi- 
nal. 

“Stuck stopped on the train right now,” Co- 
lin Ogden of Normal, 111 ., tweeted Wednesday 
evening. “This is unreal!!! Doesn’t metra know 
the Hawks play tonight!!!” 

Metra spokesman Tom Miller said the de- 


lays were caused by unsafe conditions such as 
high winds and flash-flood and tornado warn- 
ings. 

The National Weather Service had warned 
of dangerous and potentially destructive con- 
ditions, including wind gusts of up to 75 mph. 
The dire predictions spurred precautions all 
across the Chicago area. 

The White Sox game against the Toronto 
Blue Jays was canceled. ComEd scheduled ex- 
tra work crews in anticipation of damage and 
power outages. 

The city of Evanston closed its facilities 
and sent workers home early for the first time 
since the blizzard of 2011, said city spokes- 
man Eric Palmer. The city closed all facilities 
and beaches, and officials called around to 
construction sites to make sure materials and 
equipment were secured. 

“We’re taking this seriously,” Palmer said. 
“We want to make sure that we can get our 


staff home safely” 

Chicago Fire Department spokesman Lar- 
ry Langford said Wednesday night that there 
were surprisingly no instances of lighting- 
induced fires in the city The department also 
wasn’t yet aware of any downed trees or other 
damage caused by the storm. 

“We were prepared for more, we thought 
there would be more,” Langford said. 

By early evening, the storm had left just 
11,236 customers across the area without 
power, said ComEd spokesman John Schoen, 
including 1,546 customers in Chicago. 

The biggest impact from the storm’s early 
hours seemed to be the halting of Metra com- 
muter trains. 

Inbound and outbound trains on Metra’s 
Burlington Northern Santa Fe, Union Pacific/ 
Northwest and Union Pacific/West lines were 
halted due to the severe weather, leading to 
delays of about 40 to 85 minutes. 

Showers and thunderstorms are predicted 
into early Thursday then the day will turn 
mostly sunny and cooler, with high tempera- 
tures in the mid- 60s.

Stop. Revel. Repeat? 


Hawks are making sure 
to revel in their success

The Hawks are set on relishing this year’s run 
toward the Stanley Cup. 

Of course, winning the Cup in 2010 was, in 
a word, epic for Chicago. 

“The last time we won it, we had the best 
summer,” captain Jonathan Toews said. 
“There was so much going on that we were in 
away relieved to get away from it and get back 
to training camp.” 

That summer, players became sought-after 
celebrities with fans following them to bars 
where the team celebrated, snapping photos 
and tracking the Cup on Twitter. Thousands 
showed up for the Michigan Avenue parade. 
The Cup embarked on a world tour with play- 
ers hoisting it in their hometowns. 

“In 2010, you’re kind of so excited to get 
there. I think at that time, maybe our team 
was too young and stupid to even know what’s 
really going on,” winger Patrick Kane said. 
“Tou just kind of let it fly by without really 
soaking it in. I think now everyone’s kind of 
soaking it in.” 

In hindsight, Toews said the players didn’t 
really know how good their team was in 2010. 

“We just went out there and we won games, 
and the next thing you know we were winning 
the Stanley Cup and we just didn’t think twice 
about it,” Toews said. 

With first-round playoff exits the last cou- 
ple of years, the Hawks haven’t hit the same 
level of success until now 


“Coming back here we definitely realize 
how tough it is and how rare this opportunity 
is because we’ve worked so hard to get here,” 
he said. 

That included some team rebuilding. A 
number of players were traded after that 
championship season thanks to the salary cap, 
but the core of Kane, Toews, Marian Hossa, 
Duncan Keith, Brent Seabrook, Patrick 
Sharp, Dave Bolland and Niklas Hjalmarsson 
remained intact. 

‘A lot of guys on that team at that time were 
unknown, and then you make a Cup run and 
you’re obviously going to get good contracts 
and it’s going to be tough to keep everyone to- 
gether,” Kane said. ‘And it seems like it’s hap- 
pening again with this team.” 

Now this team is up against Boston for the 
pinnacle in NHL hardware— the same Bruins 
the Hawks rooted for in 2011 mainly because 
of their competitive hatred for Vancouver. 

But it was tough for the Hawks to watch 
the Bruins hold the Cup that year, because it 
meant they were no longer defending champs. 

“Once you win the Cup, once you feel like 
it’s yours, you don’t want to give it up,” Toews 
said. 

The Hawks are excited, confident and de- 
termined to recapture it. 

“To be back is obviously a great honor and 
you hear people say ‘take advantage of it,’ and 
you never know when you’re going to get back 
again,” Kane said. “So I think that’s our mind- 
set going in. We’re here. Give it our all and see 
what happens.”

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Myspace launches 
mobile music app

Myspace, continuing its effort to mount a 
comeback, launched a mobile app that offers 
free, unlimited streaming of radio stations 
programmed by such artists as Pharrell Wil- 
liams, Thirty Seconds to Mars, Lady Antebel- 
lum and Justin Timberlake. 

The app, available through Apple’s App 
Store, allows people to create and program 
their own radio stations as well as to tune in 
to those programmed by artists or Myspace. 
The app boasts social features to help users 
discover and connect with others of similar 
musical tastes or interests. And it comes with 
a novel twist: Users can make short, stop-mo- 
tion images with the app using the iPhone’s 
camera and share the images on Myspace or 
elsewhere. 

The Myspace app is an extension of the re- 
designed social network, which has returned 
to its roots as a place where musicians and 
fans can connect and just emerged from its 
public beta test phase. The new site boasts 
an uncluttered, visually arresting new look— 
quite a departure from the Times Square neon 
days of old. The site allows artists to showcase 
their music and put together playlists, upload 


photos and videos and promote concerts. 

“The magic of Myspace is this integra- 
tion of creative expression, community dis- 
covery and promotion all come together,” 
Myspace Chief Executive Tim Vanderhook 
said. “Myspace is the world’s first functioning 
global creative ecosystem.” 

The rebooted Myspace is slowly gather- 
ing momentum with users, attracting some 
ii . 6 million people in May, according to 
measurement firm ComScore. That ranks 
Myspace in the Top io of social networks in 
the U.S. — though far from digital hangouts 
like Facebook, Twitter, Tumblr or Pinterest. 

The Myspace app was unveiled in the same 
week that Apple announced its long-antici- 
pated iTunes Radio, a free, ad-supported In- 
ternet radio service with 200 programmed 
stations. This fall, Apple said it will provide 
a more personalized listening experience, 
based on the songs a user purchased through 
the iTunes store or listened to through iTunes 
Radio. 

Both Myspace and iTunes Radio will com- 
pete with more established streaming music 
services, including Pandora, Spotify Groove- 
shark and Rdio.

Facebook adds 
hashtag feature

Facebook launched hashtags Wednesday, tak- 
ing a page from Twitter and Instagram’s play- 
book and making searching easier and more 
intuitive. 

Hashtags appear in posts and in comments 
as the # symbol. When you click on one, a 
separate window opens and shows the con- 
versation. You can also search for a hashtag in 
the search bar at the top of the page. 

As of now, anyone can type a hashtag, but 
not everyone can click on it. Facebook is roll- 
ing out the feature across accounts but hasn’t 
said when it would be widely available. 

Good news for those of you concerned 
about privacy: Only the people you’ve shared 
your post with can see it in the hashtag feed. 
So an update with hashtags shared only 
with friends is only visible to them, while a 
hashtagged post that is public can be seen by 
everyone. 

We know it is working. As of now, #Stan- 
leyCup is one of the more popular hashtags. 


“Between 88 and ioo million Americans 
log in to Facebook every night during prime 
time TV hours, which represents a significant 
opportunity for broadcasters, advertisers and 
our other partners,” Justin Osofsky, director 
of platform partnerships and operations at 
Facebook, said in a blog post Wednesday A 
recent episode of the “Game of Thrones” se- 
ries on HBO generated 1.5 million mentions 
on Facebook, he said. 

Until now, however, Facebook said in a 
separate blog post on Wednesday its service 
lacked a “simple way to see the larger view of 
what’s happening or what people are talking 
about.” 

The company rolled out hashtags to rough- 
ly 20 percent of its users Wednesday, with 
a full global launch expected in the coming 
weeks. It said that hashtags were the first of 
several new features that will be introduced 
to highlight discussions about events on Face- 
book.

The studio behind the female buddy 
flick “The Heat” probably is hoping 
the movie will be huge. But there is 
some controversy overseas about 
something connected to the film 
that doesn’t appear to be as big. 

The Daily Mail reports that 
promotional posters for the film, 
which stars Sandra Bullock and 
Melissa McCarthy appear to have 
been altered to slim McCarthy’s 
face.

After standing in line to get your ID 
checked alongside sports fans or 
country music concert ticket hold- 
ers (depending on the night), bypass 
the main door and head up the out- 
door staircase to get to Joe’s month- 
old rooftop deck. It’s directly above 
the beaming OTB sign that indicates 
the bar is also home to Trackside 
Off-Track Betting, which explains the 
occasional bleary-eyed career gam- 
bler clad in a sweatsuit and house 
slippers lingering out front. 

Height: 2nd floor 

Views: The front of the rooftop has 
a front-row view to an empty lot 
of dirt across the street. Beyond 
that, there’s a decent skyline view; 
though it’s partly blocked by those 
gigantic SoNo apartment towers, I 
still could see the Willis Tower an- 
tennaes blinking in the distance. 
Sights: I expected to find the roof 
shoulder-to-shoulder at sunset on a 
Friday night, but instead I found my- 
self in the company of a dozen or so 
plaid-clad guys and denim jacket- 
wearing ladies killing time before 
a country concert downstairs. A 
bartender in a neon pink hoodie 
told me that they don’t have any of 
the draft beers listed the menu and 
the bottles are spotty, so I stuck to 
the cocktail list. It smells like buffalo 
sauce and cologne up here. 

Sounds: As I sipped my American 
Honey cocktail, a ginger ale-lemon- 
ade mix spiked with tea- and honey- 
flavored whiskey ($6.50), I heard 
the twangy lyrics, “My whiskey- 
drinking days are gone,” floating 
from a speaker piping in music from 
the concert downstairs. Let’s hope 
not. 


Views: Low-rise apartment buildings from the 
window, high-rises outside the retractable roof. 
It’s a nice view if you’re looking up, not so much 
if you’re gazing across the street. But don’t wor- 
ry, there’s plenty to see inside the bar. 

Sights: Maxi dresses, sunglasses and muscle 
tees as far as the eye can see. The brunch crowd 
was still going strong at 3 p.m. on a Sunday, with 
girls perched on the backs of booths and dudes 
showing off their best dance moves that oh-so 
casually incorporated muscle flexing. I ordered a 
gin/orange juice/thyme concoction called You’ll 
Thank Me Later ($12), which tasted like the kind 
of OJ your babysitter made from concentrate 
with enough Bombay to burn down a house. The 
best part of this drink was picking tiny thyme 
leaves out of my mouth after they escaped their 
wilted twig. I will not be thanking anyone for this 
drink later. 

Sounds: Blaring techno with a large side of 
bass, thanks to a massive DJ booth on one side 
of the room. This is the kind of place where I’d 
love to eavesdrop, but it was hard enough just 
shouting into my server’s ear to order. If flirty 
gazes are your favored seduction tactic, this is 
your hangout, but forget trying to have a casual 
conversation. 

Bottom line: If you aren’t ready to give up on 
last night’s party just yet, American Junkie is 
your perfect dance-y daytime spot-just don’t or- 
der anything with a branch in it. -dana moran

Heave open the heavy wooden door and you’ll 
find yourself on the main floor of this nautically 
inclined sports bar that also has locations in 
Lincoln Park and Wrigleyville. Upstairs, the sun 
shines through a retractable glass roof that can 
be cracked open ever-so-slightly for a breeze or 
completely wide open when it’s warm enough 
outside. Because the bar opened in November, 
this is the first summer it’s in full swing. 

Height: 2nd floor 

Views: It feels a little boxed in, thanks to sur- 
rounding high-rises and a windowless wall to the 
east. A patch of sky is directly above. 

Sights: The bar nets the biggest crowds during 
major sports games-there are a bazillion TVs- 
but you wouldn’t know that from the smaller 
crowd of craft beer-sippers during Friday happy 
hour. Barleycorn’s Wrigleyville location is known 
for a crowd that skews douchey, but the second 
floor was more like empty when I returned on a 
recent Saturday afternoon. 

Sounds: Pop music such as Maroon 5 played 
over the chatter of the after-work crowd. On my 
weekend visit, the music was so quiet I could 
hear a barking dog, the train rumbling by and 
the sound of myself munching on the garnishes 
(beef jerky, cheese, olives and a pickle) from my 
bloody mary ($11) over the tunes.

What they are: Touch-control stereo head- 
phones with Bluetooth 2.1 connectivity, noise 
cancellation and built-in microphones for 
hands-free calling. The 
right earphone has 
the power button 
and touch sen- 
sors for listen- 
ers to adjust 
volume and 
switch music 
tracks. Calls can 
be accepted and 
ended with a finger 
tap. For improved call 
clarity, there are two built- 
in directional microphones 
along with a jawbone-con- 
duction sensor to capture the 
vibration of your jaw and merge 
it with the sound of your voice as 
you speak. A motion sensor pauses tunes 
when you remove the headphones and auto- 
matically resumes play when they are back on 
your head. Zik’s sound settings are custom- 
ized using the Parrot Audio Suite, a free app 
for Android and iOS devices with such features 
as active noise cancellation, system updates, 
a concert hall effect and a battery monitor. Zik 


comes with a carrying pouch, a 3.5-millimeter 
jack cable (so they can be used on a plane with- 
out Bluetooth) and a micro-USB ca- 
ble for charging and updating 
the system via computer 
rather than app. 

The good: These 
headphones are 
sexy and comfort- 
able. The over-ear 
fit and concert 
hall quality make 
you feel envel- 
oped in sound. 
Stroking the right 
earphone up or 
down adjusts the 
volume. Switching 
tracks is a light stroke 
left or right. And the 
noise cancellation works. We 
haven’t tested it against a crying 
baby on a plane, but we didn’t hear room ser- 
vice knock at the hotel room door. 

The bad: We wish the Parrot Audio Suite app 
showed battery life on its landing page rather 
than having to tap the battery icon.
